WASHINGTON CITY, April '^.-Secretary 


Lincoln addressed a lettor to tao president 
reviewing tho charges preferred against 
Judge Advocate Gonoral Swaim, by tho 
backer, Mr. Batoman, tho subsequent with- 
drawal and Gen. Swaim's explanation.

Tho bill authoriy.es the 
secretary of tho treasury to withhold for 
requirements of tho sinking fund, all sums 
assessed the. government by the roads narnod 
in tho act 'for transportation of any kind 
whatsoever, including tbo transportation of 
mails. Tho amount of tho reserve for the 
sinking fund was fixed at 35 per cent. OF tho 
not earnings of tto roads. Tbo effect of tho 
act will bo to socuro from theKunsas and 
Union Paciflc roads about? 1,000,000 more por 
annum (or tne sinking fund than under tho 
prosoct law, $300,000 moro from tho Central 
Pacific, aud $70,000 moro from the central 
branch of the Union Pacific. Tho committee 
thinks tho bill will leave due from tho Union 
Pacific only tho principal of its loan; that tho 
samo will be true o£ tho Control Pacific, mid 
that at tho time the debt fn'ls dno in IS'JS, tht) 
principal alone will bo outstanding to the 
credit of the government. Altogether the 
act will, it is estimated, put about $20,000, 
000 more into tho trciisiiry of tbo Ur.ite-i 
States than tho present law wonkl.
